Ten  years  ago,   Haurii  vac  the  only  state  mth  land  use 
controls,     lloi;  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Maine  and  Ver- 
mont have  asserted  strong  planning  authority  to  directly  con- 
trol tlieir  land,   and  naaiy  other  legislatures  raid  adrinistrations 
are  considering  such  progmis.     Several  approaches  to  land  use 
planning  er.ierge  today  aa.iong  the  states; 

Zonin;;  of  all  land.     So  far  seen  exclusively  in  Haxraii, 
Verr.iont  and  liaine's  unorgamzed  territories,   tliis  ultiuate 
recognition  of  land  as  a  finite  resource  :.iay  foreshadow  the 
planning  of  the  future. 

Coastal  zone  restrictions.     The  noisy  controversies  over 
strong  coastal  restrictions  in  Delauarc  aid  Califoi-nia  attest 
to  the  fact  that  the  coast  is  uhere  the  action  really  is. 
Landlocked  states  have  so  far  seen  little  action  on  state  land 
use  planning. 
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State  intGi'-'/ention  vhen  locclitiec:  f£ll  to  act.     Tliia 
piunciple  is  the  koyctone   (cor-x;  ccy  the  XTealdiGGc)   of  Colorado's 
stateidde  plcji,   aiid  plays  c  role  in  the  developnent  controls 
of  other  states,   such  cc,  floodplain  zoning  in  ileiJ  Jersey  and 
liontana  and  coastal  zone  naiiasei'.ent  in  \.'acliin(jton  and  liaine . 

Enviroiij.ientally  critical  areas  exid  recjionally  si^^nificant 
developnent.     The  backbone  of  the  ij..erican  Law  Institute  Lodel 
Land  Dcvolopiient  Code  aid  of  proposed  Federal  requireiients  for 
state  land  use  pirns,   these  two  categories  of  state  jurisdic- 
tion offer  a  coiprordse  Xidth  the  local  planninr^-/zonin^  etliic. 
Florida's  Laiid  and  Water  Hanagerient  LaiJ  is  the  best  exar.ple. 
Heine's  site  Location  Law  concentrates  on  regional  significance. 
The  i.iany  state  i^retland  laws,   often  enacted  i.dthout  anticipa- 
tion of  corprehensive  controls,   concentrate  on  critical  environ- 
nents. 

Short  of  cor.prehensive  statex-dde  controls,  r.iost  states  have 
picked  up  a  critical  issue  or  two  —  such  as  strip  lining, 
power  plant  siting  or  wetland  developnent  —  for  uniforn  re- 
gulation.    Below  is   a  suiJiar;'  of  current  and  proposed  state 
land  use  laws.     A  nore  detailed  version  will  be  available  fron 
LUP  Reports  next  rionth  as  a  separate  report.
